The 
news 
of 
the 
capturo 
of 
Augustine 
Chacon 
was probably 
rcccivctl by tuo people of Graham 
county with more satisfaction than 
the capture of any outlaw that was 
ever placed behind the bars. 
He was a 
bold, 
desperate 
man 
who, it is 
said, never allowed 
a 
human life tostand between him and 
tho accomplishment of his designs. 
He was cunning as 
well 
as bold, 
and it 
took 
tho finest kind 
of 
strategy to capture 
him. 
In 
his 
escape from tho Solomonvillo jail 
he showed a cunning that few gave 
him credit with. 
All through his 
trial conviction and sentence he 
d 
no concern as to 
his 
fate. 
After every 
other 
resoiuco 
had 
failed to save his neck a 
final 
ap- 
peal was mado to the governor 
to 
commuto 
his sentence to life 
in 
the penitentiary. 
EVen when this 
failed 
Chacon 
displayed 
no 
un- 
easiness, 
and this 
is 
where his 
cunning 
served 
him 
well. 
Even 
before 
it was 
generally 
known 
that tho appeal 
to 
the governor 
had failed 
Chacon 
had 
mado 
his 
escape. 
Chacon has been 
an 
outlaw 
in 
Arizona ior zu years, 
lie gave 
bnenu 
slaughter, 
of 
Cochiso 
county, no 
end 
of trouble 
Tho 
Sheriff and Burt Alvord and other 
deputies 
traveled 
hundreds 
of 
miles chasing Chacon and his gang 
At one timo a posse of two or three 
men cumo upon their camp at night 
in the mountains. 
In the fight 
that 
followed 
two 
of the gang 
woie 
killed. 
Chacon 
made 
bis 
escape 
but 
carried 
a charge of 
buckshot away with him. 
Chacon was known to the 
off- 
icers of Graham 
county

murder of Pablo Salcido

cut Becker six or seven 
times and 
then drove the weapon full 
length 
into his 
Becker made his 
escape 
as 
also 
did the burglars. 
Tho alarm 
was 
given and next 
morning 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
Alex 
Davis located 
tho two burglars 
anu uvo companions 
m a tent a 
short 
distance 
from 
the 
store, 
When they found thoy 
were 
dis 
covered thoy started 
up 
tho side 
of tho mountain. 
Tho officers 
fired at thein and 
tho outlaws returned 
tho fire, at 
the same time climbing 
higher up 
the.mountain. 
Tho firing attract- 
ed a crowd and 
a pitched 
battle 
ensued, the outlaws by this 
time 
having gained the shelter of some 
rocks high up on the mountain. 
Pablo 
Salcido, 
a 
merchant 
of 
Morcnci, and well acquainted with 
tho four Mexicans wanted, propos 
ed that tho firing cease and 
ho 
would go up to the outlaws alone 
and get them to surrender. 
Tho 
firing ceased 
and 
Salcido started 
on his fatal errand 
tho moun- 
tain. 
When 
within 
a short 
dis- 
tance of where the Mexicans were 
consealed and in plain view of the 
posse below, 
ono of the Mexicans 
supposed to bo Chacon, raised 
up, 
rested his riflo across the bowlder, 
took 
deliberate 
aim, 
fired 
and 
Salcido fell dead shot, squarely in 
tho forehead. 
The posse 
a detour and 
gained the crest of the mountain 
just as the outlaws 
wore 
starting 
over. 
A fight followed 
ami 
two 
of tho Mexicans 
wero killed, 
Cha- 
con 
wounded 
and captured, the 
other making good his escape. 
This occurred 
before 
the 
old 
town of Morcnci 
burned down. 
Chacon was indicted for murder 
and the 
trial 
began April 
flOth 
1890, but was continued 
until the 
2Gth of May.' 
Tho trial was 
com- 
pleted on tho 28th. 
On 
May 2nd 
ho was sentenced to bo hanged 
on 
on tho 24th of July 1800 
An 
appeal 
was 
taken 
to 
the 
supremo court. 
Pending 
the 
de- 
cision of the supreme court Chacon 
was transferred to tho Tucson jail 
as tho officers 
feared an attempt 
would 
bo 
made 
to 
rescue 
him. 
When the supreme court 
affirmed 
tho 
decision 
of tho lower court 
Chacon 
was 
brought 
back from 
Tucson and 
on 
April 24th, 
1807, 
was resentenced by Judge Rouse to 
hang on Juno 18th. 
He was placed in 
tho Solomon- 
villc jail 
heavily 
ironed, but ho 
had mado up his mind not to at 
tend tho hanging. 
He had 
ovi- - 
dentty planned 
to 
escape 
on 
his 
way from Tucson for before leav 
ing jail 
there 
ho 
had 
sawed 
his 
shackels nearly in two which 
was 
detected in Bowie and 
new 
iron 
wero placed on him. 
On tho night of Juno 
1897, 
Chacon made his escape by sawing 
through tho heavy planking 
with 
which tho jail is lined, then digging 
through the 
adobe 
wall into 
'ho sheriff's office, thence through 
the window 
to liberty. 
He 
was 
furnished tools fiom the outside. 
Slicrills 
Birchfiekl, 
Clark 
and 
Parks have all 
made determined 
efforts to capturo the outlaw but it 
lemained 
for 
Sheriff 
Parks, 
in
